A Few States Find Fast 
Route to Gun Control

Rare victories fueled 
by public concern, 
dedicated lawmakers 


From Colorado to Connecticut, a 
handful of very different states have 
advanced new gun-control laws 
despite opposition that has made 
such legislation a struggle nation- 
ally and a non-starter in most leg- 
islatures. 

How did they do it? 

Culture and attitudes regard- 
ing guns vary widely from state to 
state and within their borders, but 
the limited victories by gun- con- 
trol advocates in the three months 
since the Newtown school massa- 
cre show three factors at work: gov- 
ernors willing to spend significant 
political capital on the issue; Dem- 
ocratic legislative strength; and 
heightened public concern raised 
by proximity to mass shootings. 

All three helped drive new gun- 
control measures in New York, Col- 
orado and Connecticut, where Gov. 
Dannel P. Malloy pushed for an 
agreement between majority Dem- 
ocratic lawmakers and Republican 
counterparts on a series of new 
laws that were headed for a vote 
Wednesday. In Maryland, which

also has a Democratic governor 
and legislature, a gun-control bill 
was proceeding through the House 
of Delegates.

Defense secretary 
mulling big changes 
to military operations 

Washington 

Defense Secretary Chuck Hagel 
put the Pentagon and Congress on 
notice Wednesday that he is con- 
sidering fundamental changes to 
the size of the military’s manage- 
ment and command structures, 
requiring sweeping and dramatic 
spending cuts that are likely to hit 
programs favored by lawmakers. 

Hagel said in a speech to the 
National Defense University at Fort 
McNair that escalating spending 
to maintain benefits, existing mil- 
itary structures and replacements 
for aging weapons programs are 
devouring funding needed for oper- 
ations, training and equipment. 

In his first major address as 
Pentagon chief, Hagel said the Pen- 
tagon must re-evaluate the size of 
its management and military com- 


mand structures, which continue to 
grow even as the overall force num- 
bers decline. 

“I am concerned that despite 
pruning many major procurement 
programs over the past four years, 
the military’s modernization strate- 
gy still depends on systems that are 
vastly more expensive and techno- 
logically risky than what were prom- 
ised or budgeted for,” Hagel said. 

Hagel also made it clear that 
any budget cuts should not erode 
America’s ability to be a force for 
global leadership. 

The Pentagon is already grap- 


pling with a $487 billion, 10-year 
reduction in projected spending as 
part of the budget law that Obama 
and congressional Republicans 
agreed to in August 2011. In addi- 
tion to that, the military is now fac- 
ing $41 billion in across-the-board 
cuts for this fiscal year that went 
into effect March 1. 

The changes, he said, will involve 
“not just tweaking or chipping away 
at existing structures and practic- 
es but, where necessary, fashion- 
ing entirely new ones that are bet- 
ter suited to 21st century realities

Cancer and heart disease are bigger 
killers, but Alzheimer’s is the most 
expensive malady in the U.S., cost- 
ing families and society $157 bil- 
lion to $215 billion a year, accord- 
ing to a new study that looked at 
this in unprecedented detail.

Taliban in Afghan

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Insurgents wearing Afghan army 
uniforms launched a suicide attack 
and stormed a courthouse Wednes- 
day in a failed bid to free Taliban 
inmates, killing at least 44 people, 
half of them shot in the basement. 

The attack — one of the dead- 
liest in the more than 11-year-old 
war — began at about 8:30 a.m. 
when nine men wearing suicide 
vests drove into the capital of Farah 
province in western Afghanistan, 
evading checkpoints by using army 
vehicles, according to the provin- 
cial police chief. The standoff ended 
some eight hours later when the 
last gunman was killed. 

The assault in Farah province 
was among the most brutal for 
civilians, raising fears of deteri- 
orating security as internation- 
al combat forces withdraw by the 
end of 2014 and hand over control 


to Afghan security forces. 

The attack began when two 
assailants blew themselves up 
inside one of the vehicles while the 
others jumped out and ran toward 
the courthouse and prosecutor’s 
office, provincial police chief Agha 
Noor Kemtoz said. Guards opened 
fire, killing one of the attackers, 
as the others engaged in a fierce 


gunbattle. Kemtoz said the attack 
aimed to free more than a dozen 
Taliban prisoners. 

“Thank God, they did not suc- 
ceed,” he said. 

Officials said at least 80 people 
also were wounded.

For the first time, Capital Bike- 
share stations have been added 
to the Columbia Pike corridor in 
Arlington. 

The Capital Bikeshare stations 
were, until very recently, heavily 
concentrated around the county’s 
Metro stations. 

That is beginning to change. 
Dozens of Capital Bikeshare sta- 
tions will be installed in Arlington 
in the coming months, with most 
being added to the Columbia Pike 
and Shirlington areas, according 
to Chris Eatough, program man- 
ager for Bike Arlington. 

Last week, three new docks 


were installed in Arlington. Two of 
them were added to the Columbia 
Pike corridor, with stations being 
activated at Columbia Pike and 
S. Courthouse Road and at the 


Walter Reed Community Center. 

“Columbia Pike is one of the 
big focuses of our expansion now,” 
Eatough said.

Will the Nats strike a ballpark-sponsorship deal soon or wait for more money? 


Washington 

The Washington Nationals are off 
to a magical start this season, with 
a sold-out house Monday witness- 
ing a pair of home runs by star out- 
fielder Bryce Harper and a seven 
scoreless innings by pitch- 
ing ace Stephen Strasburg. 

There were even commer- 
cial victories, including 
expanded sponsorship 
deals with athletic-wear 
company Under Armour 
and MedStar Health, both 
with prominent new out- 
field signs — right behind 
Harper. 

But the team’s owners, 
the family of Ted Lerner, 
have yet to make their big 
commercial home run: a 
long-term stadium naming-rights 
deal, likely worth millions of dol- 
lars a year over several decades. 

“The maximum timing for the 
stars to be aligned [for a naming- 
rights deal] may be this year or next 
year,” said Mark Tuohey, a lawyer 
and former chairman of the D.C. 
Sports and Entertainment Com- 
mission. He played a key role in 


bringing the Nationals, former- 
ly the Montreal Expos, to Wash- 
ington. “If you couple a success- 
ful season with the potential for 
playoff and World Series success ... 
this year or next year will be max- 
imum timing.” 

The Lerners, who 
bought the team in 2006 
from Major League Base- 
ball, have rarely spo- 
ken about naming-rights 
possibilities, and they 
declined to comment for 
this article. Although 
they retained a Los Ange- 
les firm several years ago 
to explore naming rights, 
nothing came of it. 

Andrew Zimbalist, 
an economist at Smith 
College and an expert in 
sports business, said the Lern- 
ers are patiently waiting for the 
right pitch. 

With the Nationals expected 
to compete for a playoff berth and 
possibly a World Series title, and 
with a lineup of stars, Zimbalist 
said, companies may be itching to 
grab naming rights, and the media 
exposure that goes with them.

Some other local names that 
have popped up in speculation 
over Nationals Park sponsorship 
include: Marriott Worldwide, 
Baltimore-based Under Armour 
and local defense contractors, 
including Lockheed Martin, 
General Dynamics and Northrop 
Grumman.

Zimbalist estimated that a 
Nationals Park naming-rights deal 
would bring $10 million to $15 mil- 
lion a year for 20 years or more. 

There are not many companies 
that can afford the kind of outlay 
and still get a return. The Wash- 
ington-area names frequently men- 
tioned include financial firm Cap- 
ital One and Chevy Chase-based 
insurance giant Geico. 

Capital One’s founder and chief 
executive, Richard Fairbank, is a 
big sports fan and a partner in Ted 
Leonsis’ holding group, which owns 
Verizon Center and its tenants, the 
Wizards and the Capitals. Still, a 


Capital One spokesman declined 
to comment. 

“The Lerner ownership group 
is being extremely careful,” said 
Lisa Delpy Neirotti, a professor 
in sports management at George 
Washington University. “They do 
not want repeated name chang- 
es like other teams, such as the 
San Francisco Giants and the 
[Arizona] Diamondbacks have 
experienced at their parks. And 
they don’t want a Hooters ball- 
park.

Rutgers Fires Coach Rice 


Video shows him 
kicking and shoving 
players at practice 

College Basketball 

Fueled by outrage from even New 
Jersey’s governor, Rutgers fired bas- 
ketball coach Mike Rice on Wednes- 
day after deciding it didn’t go far 
enough by suspending and fining 
him after Rice was caught on video 
shoving, kicking and throwing balls 
at players and spewing gay slurs. 

Athletic director Tim Pernetti 
was given a copy of the tape by a 
former employee in November and, 
after an independent investigator 
was hired to review it, Rice was 
suspended for three games, fined 


$75,000 and ordered to attend 
anger-management classes. Uni- 
versity president Robert Barchi 
signed off on the penalty. 

But on Wednesday, Rutgers 
referred to new information and 
“a review of previously discovered 
issues” as the reasons for Rice’s 
termination. 

“Yesterday, I personally reviewed 
the video evidence, which shows a 
chronic and pervasive pattern of 
disturbing behavior,” Barchi said 
in a statement. “I have now reached 
the conclusion that Coach Rice can- 
not continue to serve effectively in a 
position that demands the highest 
levels of leadership, responsibility 
and public accountability. He can- 
not continue to coach at Rutgers 
University.”

Rice, who just completed his 
third season with the Scarlet 
Knights, addressed reporters out- 
side his home in Little Silver, N.J., 
and apologized for his actions. 

“As I stated three months ago 
after I watched the video how deep- 
ly regrettable those actions [were]. 
I also stated I was going to try to 
work on changing. I think I’ve 
accomplished a lot of that,” Rice 
said. “I can’t say anything right 
now except I’m sorry and there will 
never be a time where I’m going 
to use any of that as an excuse or 
there will be any excuse.” 

Gov. Chris Christie, who said 
he was appalled when he saw the 
video on Tuesday, supported the 
firing at the state’s flagship public

“It’s this mucoid, thick, ropey 
saliva,” she says. “Even for me it was 
a little ... yyyyyeahhh,” she says.

Her hatred for the viscous extends 
to food. “I have a problem with gumbo 
with okra in it, because that stringy 
stuff looks like unstimulated saliva,” 
she says. 

So, when you invite Roach to dine 
with you (she’ll be in town Saturday), 
don’t serve gumbo. In exchange, she 
promises to be a hit at your dinner 
party: “I will share all these facts. I will 
start many arguments about whether 
men or women have worse gas. Rent

Go get a snack. Now take a bite. Now chew Chew 
some more. And some more. In fact, chew it for 10 
minutes, until it’s entirely liquid. 

We’ll wait. 

Now swallow. 


Such thorough mastication was 
prescribed by Horace Fletcher, founder 
of the early-20th-century Fletcherism 
movement. He argued that people could 
absorb double the nutrients in food if 
it was chomped into oblivion. (Bonus: 
He also held that those who adhered to 
the regimen would produce poop with 
“no more odor to it than there is to a 
hot biscuit.”) 

“I wouldn’t want to sit down with 
Fletcher ... or any of the autointoxication 
weirdos,” says author Mary Roach. 
Her latest book, “Gulp. Adventures 
on the Alimentary Canal,” covers 
the mechanics of what we put in our 
body and how it gets out. (Those 
“autointoxication weirdos” believed 
that fecal matter poisons the body. They 
were into “internal baths.”) 

Roach’s books go down easy (so 
to speak), combining science with 
plain language and humor. Her prior 
work, “Packing for Mars,” dealt with 
something very few readers will 
actually experience: how scientists 
are preparing humans for long-term 
space travel. Now she’s returned to the 
quotidian science of earthbound people. 

“With ‘Packing for Mars,’ someone 


had to imagine themselves in that 
position,” Roach says. “I think it’s so 
much easier to relate to something 
that’s right inside you as you read.” 

Perusing “Gulp” while eating may 
not be the best idea. We can assure 
you at least one lunch was abandoned 
while reading about Alexis St. Martin. 
After being shot in a manner that made 
the inside of his stomach visible from 
the outside, he became the subject of 
multiple experiments in which his 
doctor shoved food into the stomach 
and watched what 
| happened.

Even though Roach spent a lot of 
time researching some unappetizing 
subjects, she’s pretty un-gross-out-able.

“Surprisingly, the chapter that was

What’s the hardest thing about 
working with Mike? 

When things are great, they’re 
really great. But when you have a 


bad day at rehearsal, you have to 
go home with the same guy who 
was an [expletive] at rehearsal. 

Do you ever want to go on a trip and 
NOT have it become a monologue? 

Mike doesn’t want to be canni- 
balizing his whole life for mate- 
rial. If he starts thinking “what a 
great story this will be,” he won’t 
use the story in a show, because I 
think he’s really afraid that he’ll 
have this messed-up relationship 
to reality otherwise. 

You went to Burning Man for this 
show. What did you think? 

I really did not want to go. Mike 
said, “We have to go to Burning 
Man,” and I said, “YOU have to 
go to Burning Man.” But it’s had a 
profound impact on the way I think 
about how we organize our societies.

How did that connect to Disney? 

They’re both immersive experiences 
that attract the same kind of zeal in 
the people who go there, but their 
Venn overlap is very small.

The Search Engineers 


By scouring strangers' 
browser histories, 
two artists find what 
we’re all looking for 

Exhibits 

Christina Cauterucci and Debra 
Greenspan have got some nerve. 
The artists spent a month, off and 
on, persuading strangers on the 
street to reveal the search histo- 
ries on their smartphones. 

“There were plenty who reject- 
ed us flat-out,” Greenspan says, 
“like you would ignore anybody 
coming at you on the street with a 
clipboard.” 

The search terms they gath- 
ered, along with silent video por- 
traits they shot of the pedestrians 
while collecting the data, form 
their exhibit “Search Warrant,” 
on view at Artisphere. It’s a play- 
ful yet powerful look at people’s 
willingness to share their private 
Internet adventures with someone 
they don’t know. 

“A lot of people wanted to check 
[their search history] first,” Cau- 
terucci says. “Almost everybody 
assumed that they would have 
something embarrassing on there.” 

Searches featured in the exhib- 
it include the adorable (one young

man Googled “what should I text 
her?”) and the absurd. “We almost 
wanted to call the exhibit ‘How 
much does a chicken wing weigh?’ ” 


Cauterucci says. “Someone actual- 
ly searched for that.” 

Each of the 55 vignettes, though 
only about 45 seconds long, paints 
an intimate portrait. (Out of fair- 
ness, Cauterucci and Greenspan 
included their own search histo- 
ries.) You’ll want to trash-talk over 
a beer with the bro who searched 
“20 reasons to hate the Redskins.” 
You’ll want to hug the bearded 
older man whose “dog won’t play.” 

The show forges a bond between 
the viewer and people you’d other- 


wise just pass on the street. 

“When we can be vulnerable 
around each other, that’s a very 
gratifying moment,” Greenspan 
says. “And in D.C. especially, people 
act like they have it all put together. 
But when you look into someone’s 
phone and see that they have the 
same questions you do, it endears

International Pillow Fight Day is 

a chance to revert to childhood, scare 
tourists and take out your aggression 
on strangers without getting arrested. 
This year’s event, organized by Capi- 
tol Improv, starts with a brief skirmish 
near the Washington Monument at 
3 p.m. Saturday, then moves on to 
Dupont Circle for a 4 p.m. melee. We 
asked the fight’s lead organizer, Oscar 
Soto, for survival tips. 

Weapon Down pillows are for- 
bidden; they explode and make mess- 
es, which annoys authorities. Soto’s rec- 
ommendation for dominating the battle: 
“Have a really large pillow." He also sug- 
gests using a pillowcase for a firmer grip. 
That’s the hygienic choice as well. Other 
players don’t want your skin cells and dust 
mites all over them. 

Wardrobe Avoid glasses. Organiz- 
ers note on Facebook that they’ve seen at 
least one broken nose caused by a pillow- 
glasses collision. 

Tactics The biggest advantage, 
Soto says, is a lack of height. “The short- 
est pillow-fighters tend to be the best," 
he says.

Which is why you should avoid the popular 
pillow-fighting move of riding on another 
person’s shoulders: It makes you an 
easy (and dangerously unstable) target.

Saeri Kiritani’s “100 Pounds of Rice” is a sculpture built of, yes, 100 pounds of 
rice (and rice noodles, for the hair). Many of Kiritani’s pieces examine questions of 
Asian identity (she’s Japanese, but now works in America), and this self-portrait 
emphasizes the role of rice in her culture and upbringing. 



The inspiration for the photograph 
“For Delia” came out of the past. After 
viewing daguerreotypes of slaves, 
D.C.-based artist Heidi Fancher, one 
of the competition’s commended 
portraitists, became captivated with 
one of a woman named Delia. Posing as 
Delia for this self-portrait was Fancher’s 
way of giving Delia a voice. 








“The Birth of Inez Intake” by G i n ny 

Stanford was inspired by a dream 
in which Stanford saw the work of 
a fictional artist named Inez Imake. 
Stanford created an entire identity 
for the dream-artist, which included 
painting this portrait of Imake.

“My husband asked, ‘How is this 
even a portrait?’” says Dorothy 
Moss, a curator at the National Portrait 
Gallery, as we sit and watch “Buffalo 
Milk Yogurt,” a short film by Jennifer 
Levonian about a hipster’s meltdown in 
a Whole Foods-like supermarket. “And 
I told him, ‘It’s about this guy, on this 
day. Like any portrait.’ ” 


“Buffalo Milk Yogurt” is one of the works on display 
as part of the Outwin Boochever Portrait Competition 
2013, a biannual exhibition that nets the winner $25,000 
and a commission to create a portrait that will be added 
to the museum’s permanent collection. The only rules: 

The artist must be older than 18, 

live and work in the U.S., and have 
had direct contact with the subject 
(so no snapping pictures of random 
people). 

What results is an exhibit 
that expands the very nature of 
portraiture — you’ve got your 
paintings and photographs, sure, 
but some of the works involve materials like rice and 
glitter, and digital and video media are also represented. 
In fact, this year’s winner is Bo Gehring, for his video 
“Jessica Wickham,” in which the camera slowly scans 
up a woman’s body while classical composer Arvo Part’s 
“Cantus in Memory of Benjamin Britten” plays. 

“He sets up the camera closer to his subject than 
the human eye can focus,” says Moss, who also is 
the competition’s director. “So, you see in the work 
something you literally can’t see with your eye.” The result 
straddles the line between appreciative and invasive.

Legendary Detroit Tigers slugger Hank 
Greenberg was a two-time MVP who 
nearly broke Babe Ruth’s home run 
record when he hit 58 dingers in the 
1938 season. He was just as famous for 
being Jewish, and for refusing to play 
on the holy day of Yom Kippur. 

To honor baseball’s first Jewish Hall 
of Famer on the 80th anniversary of 


his rookie season, the Washington D.C. 
Jewish Community Center is bring- 
ing together local filmmaker Aviva 
Kempner (1998’s “The Life and Times 
of Hank Greenberg”) and author John 
Rosengren (the new “Hank Greenberg: 
The Hero of Heroes”) for a screening 
and a discussion of Greenberg’s life 
and impact on Jews in America. We 
spoke with Kempner about Green- 
berg’s legacy.

I grew up in Detroit, and I grew up the 
daughter of an immigrant Jew. And 
every Yom Kippur my dad would take 
us to synagogue for Kol Nidre services 
[held on the eve of Yom Kippur], I would 
hear the story about Hank not playing 
Yom Kippur. I thought Hank Greenberg 
was part of Kol Nidre service. 

Why do you think Jewish people seem 
so fascinated by Jewish athletes? 

Well, I’ll tell ya one of the reasons I 
made this film, I was sick of always see- 
ing the nebbish on the screen. I grew 
up with Hank Greenberg as the role 
model in the home. He was this big, 
powerful hitter. I think it’s that often- 
times Jews have portrayed themselves 
as nerds or nebbishes, and an athlete 
is sort of counter to that. I think it has 
to do maybe with Jewish self-image. 

Why is Greenberg’s story relevant today? 

Lessons from the past have to do with 
lessons from today, in our own lives: 
integrating new citizens, undocument- 
ed workers, not being afraid, diversity. 
I ended the film with the great Jack- 
ie Robinson story because Hank was 
the one player who went out of his 
way to really greet Jackie. Because he 
really knew, from the anti-Semitism, 
what it meant to face discrimination 
on the field. 

It sounds like such a different time. 

People think that baseball players are 
just these wealthy people you can’t 
touch or talk to anymore. Well, it used 
to be a different kind of game. A young 
kid asked me at a screening, “Was Hank 
on steroids?” And I almost started cry- 
ing thinking this is what kids today 
think, that these players were on ste- 
roids. But back then they didn’t get a 
lot of money. They played for the love 
of the game, beth marlowe (express)

By adding two buses, 
Fojol Bros, sets out 
to change the course 
of D.C.'s dining scene 

Food Trucks 

Justin Vitarello has traveled to Bal- 
timore countless times to salvage 
parts for the three 1950s-era step 
vans from which his costumed crew 
slings Indian, Ethiopian and Thai 
food to-go. About a year and a half 
ago, during a trip to a junkyard in 
Charm City, Vitarello spotted a pair 
of ancient municipal buses sitting 
abandoned in a storage lot. 

He immediately glimpsed the 
future of mobile vending. 

In those two outcasts of pub- 
lic transportation, Vitarello envi- 
sioned a new era of street food, in 
which customers wouldn’t eat on 
the grass or back at their desks. He 


imagined them sitting down to a 
meal in a 1957 bus retrofitted as a 
21st-century dining car. 

“When I walked into [the bus], I 
knew it would work,” Vitarello says. 
“We want to be part of a growing 
mobile culture. It’s meeting people 
where they are with their lifestyle.” 


The buses may also be a kind of 
peace offering in the ongoing war 
between food trucks and brick-and- 
mortar restaurants, which tend to 
view mobile vendors as a combina- 
tion of competitor, poacher, tres- 
passer and wandering vagrant. 

Vitarello and Fojol Bros, co-

Fojol Bros, hopes to get the new bus 
concept on the road by summer; the 
rehab work is expected to cost about 
$50,000, which will likely be financed 
via a Kickstarter campaign. The bus 
interiors will have tables that snap 
onto the overhead hand rails so the 
buses can transform depending on 
the function. 


founder Peter Korbel want to use 
these buses to, as they say, “acti- 
vate” new areas of the District 
— and elsewhere. They want to 
work with other food trucks, pri- 
vate developers and companies, 
arts organizations, anyone who’d 
be willing to work out a deal to 
bring street eats, a dining bus (or 
two) and lots of people to a single 
area, presumably removed from 
the spaces controlled by the Dis- 
trict Department of Transporta- 


tion and away from the major res- 
taurant rows. 

But before they get there, Fojol 
Bros, must first rehab the General 
Motors vehicles — the buses’ first 
job was moving people along the 
streets of Knoxville, Tenn. — which 
had been sitting idle in the Balti- 
more lot for more than eight years, 
Vitarello says.

After slapping down about 
$5,000 for the two 40-foot buses, 
Vitarello and crew spent 45 min- 
utes trying to start the vehicles, 
which they eventually fired up 
and drove to the Fojol commis- 
sary/headquarters in a Hyattsville, 
Md., warehouse district. 

The buses will be a subsidiary 
entity, separate from the Fojol 
street-eats team, Vitarello says. The 
three working Fojol trucks — Mer- 
lindia, Benethiopia and Volathai — 
might partner with the buses at a 
given event, but the buses eventual- 
ly will be available for any business 
or group that wants to rent them. 
It could be a bunch of artists who 
want to showcase their works. It 
could be a new company wanting to 
hit the streets to promote its prod- 
uct or services. It could be several 
food trucks that want to mobilize 
in an underserved neighborhood. 
“Everyone says that you need to 
go where everyone is. That’s not 
true,” Vitarello says. “We’re not 
going to be dependent on location. 
The opportunities are limitless.” 

Korbel is in charge of marketing 
the buses and coordinating events. 
He’s open to just about any use for 
the vehicles and, in fact, expects 
followers to direct his actions. “I 
really like the idea of crowd-sourc- 
ing,” Korbel says. “Seeing what 
people want this to be.” tim carman

Bells ring as I slip into my seat at 
the latest Thai restaurant to pop up 
in the District. The life-size photo- 
graphs of smiling family members 
on the wall look familiar. So does 
the affable host. The menu reads like 
one I know well, too, having previ- 
ously grazed at the restaurant’s sib- 
ling in Shaw. 

While Beau Thai No. 2, in 
Mount Pleasant, shares a lot in 
common with the original, the off- 


shoot is three times the size with 
a private party room that seats up 
to a dozen diners. What was once 
a public library is now a source of 
chicken satay, massaman curry 
and crab fried rice served in what 
has become the dress du jour 
for fresh restaurants: con- 
crete floors, uncovered 
tables and near-bare 
walls. A personal touch 
comes by way of those 
big pictures, however: 
shots of co-owner Aschara 
Vigsittaboot and her relatives in 
younger days. 

Go early for dinner, or risk a

wait. Neighbors have been packing 
the place since it opened in Febru- 
ary. Diced pork belly with rice noo- 
dles invigorated with a lime dress- 
ing help explain the interest. Green 
grapes bob in a red curry with sliced 
duck and black peppercorns. The 
house specialties include 
^ tilapia fried to a golden 
crisp and splashed with 
an assertive basil sauce. 

Oh, dishes can be 
forgotten in the crush of 
a busy meal, and balance 
is missing from some of them. 
The clear shrimp soup, tom yum, 
is sweet enough to qualify as des- 


sert, while “spicy” ground chick- 
en, larb gai, is shy on the expect- 
ed fire. But more of the cooking is 
as nuanced as you want it to be. 

Another advantage diners enjoy 
at the new Beau Thai is a menu cat- 
egory called Noodle Bowls.

After the success of 
‘Really Really,’ theater 
is shaping up to be 
the city’s next export

From the outset, the box-office 
appeal of “Really Really” aston- 
ished actor-turned-playwright 
Paul Downs Colaizzo. He was sur- 
prised when Eric Schaeffer, Sig- 
nature Theatre’s artistic director, 
green-lighted his play, about irre- 
trievably self-absorbed and enti- 
tled college students, for a world- 
premiere run in Arlington, and 
was startled again when it became 
the most successful nonmusical 
the company has ever produced. 

“It was a delightful start, the 
reception in D.C.,” Colaizzo says. 
“But in New York, I didn’t want to 
take that as acceptance.” 

He needn’t have worried. 

In a produc- 
tion directed by 
David Cromer 
and featuring 
Zosia Mamet —

Play-Makers 

The nation’s capital has been

for the careers of James Earl

Theatre; at a matinee a few weeks 
ago, actors Kevin Bacon and Kyra 
Sedgwick and playwright Neil 
Labute were among the apprecia- 
tive throng that packed the place. 

The previously unheralded 
Colaizzo has been served well by 
“Really Really” — and so, by exten- 
sion, has Washington theater. 

For playwrights such as the 
27-year-old Colaizzo, a Georgia 
native and NYU grad who began 
focusing on a writing career only 
about four years ago, Washing- 
ton has proved to be a door open- 
er. “I’m a lot calmer here [in New 


York] than I was in D.C.,” he jokes. 

The major foothold Washing- 
ton theater can be for a young play- 
wright is borne out in Colaizzo’s 
case. Although the next step for 
“Really Really” is uncertain, Colaiz- 
zo’s next step has been cemented. 

This fall, Signature will pro- 
duce the world premiere of “Pride 
in the Falls of Autrey Mill,” set in 
an all-too-perfect suburb, by one 
Paul Downs Colaizzo. Around 
such ongoing relationships do 
the roots of a theater communi- 
ty’s influence feed, and spread.

Questions Follow ‘Buckwild’ Death 

The Lines between 
reality and reality TV 
blur in the wake of 
MTV star’s passing 

Shain Gandee died doing precisely 
what made him the star of MTV’s 
reality show “Buckwild”: tearing 
through mudholes in his truck, tak- 
ing chances most others wouldn’t, 
living free and reckless. 

MTV has not said whether cam- 
eras were rolling the night Gandee, 
his uncle and a friend left a bar at 3 
a.m. to go “muddin’.” But the line 
between television and real life 
blurred in one fatal moment when 
Gandee’s vehicle got stuck in a deep 
mudpit. He and the two others were 
later found dead of carbon monox- 
ide poisoning. 

Was Gandee living for the camer- 
as that night, or for himself? Did his 
on-camera life, and the rewards it

brought him, make him more reck- 
less when the cameras were off? 

Tyler Barnett, who tasted real- 
ity fame as a cast member on E!’s 
“Party Monsters Cabo,” found the 
lure of the camera addicting. 

“After being on camera for a 


month straight, almost 24 hours 
a day, when I got home I felt very 
depressed. And I’m not a depressed 
person,” Barnett says. “It’s almost 
like a drug. ... When you come down, 
all of a sudden life doesn’t seem that 
exciting.” 


Ailing Ebert to Scale 
Back Movie Reviews 

Prolific film critic Roger Ebert says 
he’s been diagnosed with cancer 
again and will scale back his movie 
reviews while undergoing radia- 
tion treatment. In a blog post, the 
70-year-old, who wrote more than 
300 reviews last year, said he'll take 
a “leave of presence." “My intent 
is to continue to write selected 
reviews but to leave the rest to a tal- 
ented team of writers," he wrote. 

“I’ll be able at last to do what I’ve 
always fantasized about doing: 
reviewing only the movies I want to 
review." (ap)
